It IB neither 
a "sweeping measure tbat would over- 
tarn existing interests nor is it, on the 
other hand, a mere make believe, intend- 
ed to evade the demand for revenue re- 
form. While it.doea not undertake a 
complete revision ol the entire tariC 
which would bo impossible at tbia tim 
it provides for equalization and eimpiifi 
cation o£ duties and the methods o 
collection in the line enggested by expe 
rience, bearing always in mind the jua 
and equable protection ot all Amencai 
industries."

CHICAGO, Jtino 23.—Saturday's dovelop- 


monto iu tho Lako Shoro switchmon'e strike 
furnish a now precedent iu tho history of 
labor troubles, as well as a highly dramatic 
illustration o£ tho capabilities of lawless 
daring and a reckless disregard of life, to 
relievo the montony of a mere difference. 
At noon the company made an attempt to 
tako out of its Hoot street yards two en- 
gi.ios and cabooses with substitute bolp, 
protected by the police. 
A small party of 


the strikers, or as they claim, sympathiz- 
ers, forcibly borrowing for tho purpose a 
couple of onginos lying In tho yard, pur- 
sued tho company's procession in an excit- 
ing chase to Englowood, ojoctod the police 
after a brief struggle and towed tho engines 
and cabooses back in triumph. 


Later in tho day a similar attempt was 


made by tho company to remove a train of 
four freight cars, propelled by two engine* 
and still more heavily protected by the po- 
lice. 
Again tho crowd gavo chaso] Iu a 


"borrowed" engine, and overtook the train 
at South Chicago, 
Hero, however, the pur- 


suers wore overawed and beat a jotreat, 
leaving victory in tho handa of tho com- 
pany and tho police, who convoyed the 
train unmolested beyond tho state limits, 
lu neither case was any 
life sacrillcod, 


though shots and missiles wore freely ex- 
changed. 


"Whoa the Urst attempt was made tho lino 


ot tho road in the vicinity of Hoot street 
was crowded with what appeared to bo tho 
wliole population of that part of tho city, 
and Tom K. Colliiuj, o.x-chaii'man of tht> 
Switchmen's union, and who is voiy prom- 
inont in the resistance to the taking out ol 
trains, made an appeal to tho engineers, but 
without 
od'ect, 
and tho engines, pro- 


tected 
in 
front, 
roar, 
and 
sides 


by 
policemen, 
wore 
started 
slowly 


down the road, tho strikers aud tholi 
friends walking along and keeping up. 
JUut 


suddenly the two engines pushed ahead and 
loft the crowds yelling with disappoint- 
ment 
Hot for long, however. 
A great 


cheor greeted the appoarauco of two en- 
gines, one from tho Mckol Plate and the 
othor from too P.ock Island yards, which 
tho strikers had deliberately seized and 
brought away. Tho -were soon covered 
with men and moved oil after the Lako 
Shoro engines, incroasing their speed at 
every revolution, and rapidly gaining upon 
it. At Fifty-ninth Btreot tho Hoeing engine 
was overtaken and tho caboose run into 
with a crash, doing no damago, howevor. 
Aud here it softms the police of the Town of 
Luko distinguished themselves by going in- 
side tho caboofi and locking tho door, leav- 
ing only Matt Piukerton and ono or two of 
his officers to boar the brunt of tho fight. 
Several times was tho engine coupled to 
tho caboose as tho two trains ran along, 
and each time Plnkorton's man pulled the 
coupling pin, until tho officer getting; tired 
of tbat sort of tblng knocked tho striker 
off the ongino with his club. 


Then commenced a bombardment of the 


rear of tho caboose, with coal, stones, coup 
ling pins and any othor missllo that could 
bo obtained, and Pinkertoti then opened 
with his pistol, aud bndo his men do tho 
same. 
Tho shooting was not intended to 


Uurt any ouo, ctTtnlnly, as but four o& tlio 
strikers 
wore 
touched, and those re- 


ceived but Mesh wounds, notwithstanding 
tho battle raged until 
Englowood was 


readied, and here, suddenly, tho strikers 
accomplished their object, and tho aston- 
ished olllceri wera made aware of i.ho fact 
that thoir ongino was being drajgod 
buck 


to tho city. This was done In a moment 
when hostilities had boon suspended, and 
the policemen had Ptoppod offi their train,and 
they found theiusolvoa iu the situation of 
having to wail: back to the city If they got 
back very soon. 
The strikers took their 


prixo into town and woro received with an 
ovation by tho crowd assembled. 


The next ovoat proved a "Waterloo, how- 


evor, for tho switchmen. The freight train 
of four cars, a oibooso and a locomotive 
ivas steamed out of reach of the crowd by 
the same tactics OB tho two engines had 
lieon, there being a policeman at ovory 
switch, guarding the switchman on duty, 
with instructions to seo that there was 
uo interference, regardless of consequences, 
and this sort of order mado it too reckless a 
job for any one to interfere. Similar moans 
wevo adopted to prevent uucouplmg. Again 
tho strikers appropriated an engine and 
started after tho freight 
They oveitook 


t, but for some reason made no attempt to 
capture it, and subsequently foil behind 
md moved slowly toward South Chicago 
after tho freight train. At this place tho 
train stopped, and tbo police, getting ol!', 
proceeded back to meet tho strikers' engine. 
Seeing this tho switchmen reversed and 
steamed off toward tho city and tho freight 
proceeded on the way unmolested. 


But the strikers wero not to get off so 


easily this time. An engine and caboose, 
containine tho whole force (about twenty- 
fivo) of Hyde Park police, had followed tbe 
strikers to South Chicago, and came up 
with them just after they hod turned back 
to tho city and wero slowly moving along. 
3tTgU Jenkins, of tho police, at the head of 
lis men inude a rush for the strikers' engine 
and in 
a. moment had the whole outtlt in 


their possession and had captured about 
,wonty-llve of tho turbulent citizens, who 
ji-oro soon behind tho bars at Hyde Park. 
The Hyde Papic' police from that time on 
ivoro continually-receiving telegrams prais- 
ing their promptness and efficiency. 


Many eicitlng incidents occurred during 


the day. 
At South Chicago and other 


ioints along tho lino tho police wero kept 
>usy dispersing crowds, aud tho club was 
•oely usod, generally resulting in tho dis- 
jersal of tho crowds and a rush through 
,ho Golds, and in ovory direction could bo 
eon ilceing strikers' sympathizers with 
todies ot police after them. The arrests 
wore numerous. In many oases the pistol 
wero brought into play, but fortunately 
here was not a single i'atalfty, so fur us 
leard f rODx. 


An application was made for an injunc- 


lon against seventy of the strikers, and 
udgo Shopard granted tha same, and ol!l- 
-ers proceeded to make tho arrests, succjod- 
ng in a number of cases. 


President Lowell, of tho Lake Shoro, sent 


a requisition to the sheriff for protection, 
.nd uotiDod that olticer that bo would hold 
dm and his sureties, C. B. Farwoll and Jo n 
K. Walsh, responsible for any damage ro- 
ulting to tho company by reason of fuiluro 
0 protect tho railway property &r.d enabla 
t to run its trains, which tho company was 
eady to do it «ilicioutly protected. 


Tho railway managers of the city woro in 


conference Saturday and determined to 
tand together in resistance to any attempt 
f their hands to assist In tho war on tho 
^ake Shore. 
The strikers on tho other hand 


leld a meeting and resolved that if tho 
ompany did not coma to tlmo they would 
ndsuvor to inaugurate a second strike and 
top freight tralllc on all tha roads. 


Tho situation is oxtaremuly critical, and 


t it Impossible to say what a day may 
iring fortb, 


Sunday the strikers overturned a boi-car 


across tho Lako Shoro track at Forty-ninth 
trooL There are now thirty curs of mer- 
chandise in tho Root street yards, thirty at 
ho Twelfth street and about -'00 at Engle- 
vood. 
It has been claimed by oSicials that 


;ho switchmen in Buffalo, Cleveland, Do- 
roit and Toledo are not in sympathy with 
he strikers. This claim Is proved to bo un- 
;ruo from tho fact that the strikers received 
dispatches from the switchmen at those 


oints in which they expressed a decided 


willingness to assist the Chicugo men by go- 
Ing out oa a strike.

The bill proposes to amend existing tariff 


law by striking out section ii.'IOD revised 
statutes and substituting a clause providing 
that articles not provided for shall pay the 
rttto oC duty levied on tho enumerated 
article wliicb it moat resembles in material 
qujillty, texture or use. 
In uuenumoratod 


arfTolos, manufactured o! two or more ma- 
terials, tbo duty shall be assessed at tho 
highest rate chargeable if tho article woro 
composed wholly of tho component material 
of chief value. 


The main features of tho Hewitt bill are

PASSING PENSION BILLS. 


How Senator Sawder Handler tho IJunl- 


ncs;i nml 1'ajB £be Expense!. 


WASHINGTON CITY, June 28.—Of all tho 


pension bilb reported to the senate during 
tho present session, Senator Sawyer has 
himself reported more thau one-half. 
Sen- 


ator Mitchell of Pensylvania, chairman of 
tho committee on pensions, has been absent 
through ill health, and tho work of the 
committee has fallou into tlio hands of 
Sawyer. 
While, Savyev has reported fa- 


vorably on so many hundreds of pension 
bills, ho has uot reported adversely upon a 
Dingle one. Sawyor does the work of the 
whole committee, generally speaking. Tlio 
committee as a whole never undertakes the 
investigation of a- pension claim. 
Tho bills 


are referred to individual members of the 
committee Cor investigation, and.thocom- 
mitteo simply Indorses tbo report of tho 
investigating member. 
Sawyer, In big 


boundless sympathy with the old soldiers 
of tho republic and thoir heirs, has boen 
eager to undertake consideration of all tho 
claims that camo his tray, and his fellow 
members of the committee have boon per- 
fectly willing that he should bo kopt busy. 
Consequently tlio senator has employed a 
BtarT of assistants to help him with the 
work.' Tho senate refers tho bills to tho

The Question ot Liquor Selling 


by the Rev. Father Koclio. 


A Traffic that Will tie Evil 


Until Mtany Changes urc 


Made. 


At St. Mary's church last evening the 


Rev. R. J. Roche- preached upon the 
temperanie question aud was listened to 
by a largo audience. St. Patrick's T. A. 
& B. society attended in a body and 
many from the other churches of tho city 
listened to the reverend gentleman's able 
discourse. It was substantially as fol- 
lows: 


The saloon business is not m itself 


bad; that is, when properly carried on it 
cpposes neither the law of God nor the 
law of the land. That ia tho icloal oalnon 
business. In admitting so mu Jh, I know 
I sot myself up in opposition 'JLO a large 
number of very respectable persons in 
our country who unfortunately allow 
their zeal against tho evils springing 
from tho traffic in intoxicating drinks to 
become a bitter zeal, a blind fanaticism 
that does not-permit them to moke tbo 
proper distinctions, On account ot tbe 
immense wdifficalty of separating 
tbo 


practice, tho abuse from tho use ot lUco- 
holio drinks, they rashly assert what they 
can prove neither by tho forco of human 
roason nor by any argument coming 
through revelation, namely, that there in 
no such difference. They assert that the 
use of alcoholic drinlcg is not only not 
indifferent or innocent :n itself, not that 
it is in general dangerous, not that it is 
always and under all ciroumfltancos evil. 
Of coarse it we admit tho truth of their 
assertion as to tho use, we must with 
them deny to the individual tbe right to 
sell alcoholic ddnks; wo must with them 
deny to the state the power to license or 
permit anyone to sell thorn. But we 
Catholics are not prepared to go eo far. 
We are prepared to eny, however, that as 
now carried on tho saloon bneinees is

heat of excitement to-day, caused by an 
attempt of a couple of burglars this 
morning at shooting acd mortally wound- 
ing Prof. Charles W, llerrimsa, super- 
intendent of the Beloit High Sckool.'tlie 
particulars being substantially as follows: 
On Saturday Prof. Merriman drow his 
salary as principal of tbe High School, 
8513 supposed, for tha year.

awakened by tho burglars, and bo at- 
tempted to shut them in a room and bold 
them until ai-sistaace arrived.

At the lime our inform- 
ant left, the ball had not. been found, the 
professor being still alive, bat m a very 
critical condition. 


The bv.rglars escaped without securing 


any booty. Prof. Merriman is -a promi- 
nent citi'/.eu o' Btloit, ia a son of Di. 
Merriman, and has resided in Beloit a 
number of years. The excitement over 
tbo s.'iooting is intense, and every effort 
is being mado to capture tbe burglars.
